Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Yanagidate (US 5,61 0,884) teaches the 

optical information reproducing system comprising a prism, a beam splitter, and sensor 
for detecting tracks of the cards, 

Lu (US 6,713,718) teaches scoring system comprising beam splitters and 
movable lens for automatically control the scoring light, 

Ogino (US 5,461 ,220) teaches an information processing system comprising a 
micro processing unit storing a predetermined control program for operating an AT 
(auto-tracking)/AF (auto-focusing) control unit wherein the AT/AF control unit controls a 
movement of focusing objective lens. 

However, Yanagidate, Lu, and Ogino taken alone or in combination of other 
references, fail to specifically teach or fairly suggest that the non-parallax optical auto- 
focusing system comprising a movable lens, an actuator for moving the movable lens 
along optical axis, the first beam splitter is located on a first side of the movable lens 
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whereas the second beann splitter is located on the second side of the nnovable lens as 
presented by applicant and set forth in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
